EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Michael Day on May 1 1 , 2009. 

Claims 8 and 18 have been amended to include wherein the computer usable 
medium is a "computer usable recording medium". 
Claims 8 and 18 now read: 

-- A computer program product, comprising a computer usable recording medium 
having a computer readable program code embodied therein, 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8, 12 and 14-18 are allowed. For the purposes of allowance, the 
original numbering of the claims has been changed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The general concept of encoding and decoding audio signals wherein a noise 
component is determined and generated was well known in the art at the time of the 
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invention as evidenced by Chen et al (US 7,027,982 B2). However the Examiner has 
not found prior art that teaches or suggests the modification of Chen in order to provide 
an apparatus that determines a white-noise level then generates a first index by 
quantizing the white noise level in the audio signal and generates a second index 
designating a start location of a random number table adapted to generate a white- 
noise component in a decoding side, as defined in the independent claims 1 , 6 and 8. 
The Examiner has also not found prior art that teaches a decoding side that generates a 
white-noise component based on a first encoded index indicating the energy level of the 
white-noise component and a second encoded index designating a start location of a 
random number table, as defined in the independent claims 12, 17 and 18. Other prior 
art has been cited herein regarding encoding and decoding of noise signals, however 
the other prior art of record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to arrive the 
combination of the elements and steps presented in the independent claims, again 
when said elements or steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. For 
at least the reasons listed above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of their 
respective dependencies upon the independent claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Tsushima et al (US 6,922,667 B2) discloses an encoding apparatus and 
decoding apparatus.
